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Daniel Wozniak’s Basic Instinct 

What inspired the community-theater star to commit a double murder?

W e can imagine the options 
that ran through Daniel 
Wozniak’s desperate mind 
in May 2010 before he 
committed a double murder as a way to 
steal money for his upcoming wedding 
and honeymoon. Broke and unable to find 
a steady job, Wozniak faced eviction from 
his Costa Mesa apartment, unaffordable 
matrimonial expenses, plus the steep costs 
associated with a DUI arrest. The one 
bright spot for the 26-year-old Long Beach 
native was Orange County’s community- 
theater world, a place where his acting 

won him backslaps 
as well as free six- 
packs of Bud Light. 

Living with one 
foot comfortably 
in a land of make- 
believe and the 
other stuck in a 
sinking, ugly real¬ 
ity must have been 
frustrating. His 
defense lawyers 
won’t let him talk to 
journalists, but it’s likely Wozniak, a movie 
buff, pondered film plots for ideas about 
how to kill neighbor/pal Samuel Herr, 
steal his $62,000 nest egg, outfox homi¬ 
cide detectives and begin a new life with 
money in his pocket. Four days before the 
May 21,2010, murder of Herr, Wozniak 
typed these phrases into the Google search 
engine on his laptop computer: “how to 
hide a body,” “quick ways to kill people” 
and “making sure a body isn’t found.” 

In Throw Momma From the Train, 
two strangers meet, discover each wants 
somebody in their lives dead, and— 
inspired by Alfred Hitchcock’s take on 
Patricia Highsmith’s Strangers On a Train, 
conclude they can commit the perfect, 
fool-proof murder by killing the other’s 
target. In Hitchcock’s Dial M for Murder, 
a husband aims for his wife’s inheritance 
by first hiring a killer and, when that 
plan fails with the intruder’s death in the 
couple’s home, getting his spouse con¬ 
victed of murdering the would-be assas¬ 
sin. In Primal Fear, a killer fakes multiple 
personalities and sexual victimization to 
orchestrate a stunning courtroom victory. 

None of those plots worked for Woz¬ 
niak, but Basic Instinct may have provided 
a road map. Film critic Gary Susman 
described the 1996 film starring Sharon 
Stone this way: “Screenwriter Joe Eszter- 
has came up with a so-stupid-it’s-brilliant 
notion: the killer who’s so blatantly obvi¬ 
ous that it can’t possibly be that person— 
could it?” 

Wozniak’s trial ended last week with 


quick, easy convictions underscoring that 
the defendant mastered the first prong of 
Eszterhas’ plot (the stupidity) but failed 
to incorporate even a hint of genius. As 
proved by Senior Deputy District Attorney 
Matt Murphy, phase one of Wozniak’s plot 
went like this: Watch an oblivious Herr, a 
security guard and Orange Coast College 
(OCC) student who fought in Afghanistan 
as a paratrooper, enter his ATM code; 
lure him to the Liberty Theater at the Los 
Alamitos Joint Forces Training Base on a 
pretense; shoot him twice in the head; dis¬ 
member him with a saw; scatter portions 
of the corpse in Long Beach’s El Dorado 
Park; and raid Herr’s bank account. 

Phase two: Use Herr’s cell phone and 
fake text messages—“can you come over 
tonight at midnight?” and “please, no sex 
... need to talk”—to entice Herr’s buddy 
Julie Kibuishi, an OCC student who 
dreamed of a future as a fashion designer, 
to Herr’s bedroom at the Camden Mar¬ 
tinique Apartments the following night; 
shoot her twice in the head; and stage 
a scene to imply an abandoned sexual 
assault that explained Herr’s missing sta¬ 
tus not as a murder victim, but as a fugi¬ 
tive. He ripped Kibuishi’s underwear and 
with a black marker wrote, “All yours fuck 
you” on her sweat shirt. The Nazi light- 
ening-bolt-style S in “yours” matched not 
Herr’s handwriting, but rather the scrib¬ 
ble on a wedding invitation also found at 
the crime scene and penned by—wait for 
the drum roll—Wozniak. 

“Nobody can find Sam,” Murphy told 
jurors during his outline of the case. “His 
car is missing. His phone is off. But his 
banking is still active.... [The police] think 
or at least suspect at this point Sam com¬ 
mitted this murder and he is on the run.” 

But Wozniak’s plan, riddled with 
18-wheeler-sized holes that would anger 
Hannibal Lecter, never had a chance even 
if the Three Stooges ran the police investi¬ 
gation. For example, two people saw Woz¬ 
niak and Herr together the day he went 
missing. The eventually recovered murder 
weapon, a 380-caliber pistol, was regis¬ 
tered to Wozniak’s father. Wozniak’s dis¬ 
carded backpack was found containing his 
own clothes with Herr’s shirt, a bloody saw 
and spent shell casings. Though scavenged 
by animals, the scattered corpse (head, arm 
and a hand) still carried identifying DNA. 

Prosecutors aren’t required to declare 
a motive, but Herr’s sizeable savings were 
irresistible to the penniless Wozniak. The 
person he assigned to use Herr’s ATM 
card, a 16-year-old boy living with his 
mom, also ordered pizza with that card 
when detectives were conducting a vigor¬ 
ous manhunt, a traceable move that was 


the equivalent of activating a spotlight and 
shouting, “Here I am!” 

Additionally, the boy, while wearing a 
hat-and-sunglasses disguise, withdrew 
about $2,000 from Herr’s account via 
ATMs in Long Beach. Images of the per¬ 
son making the transactions didn’t match 
Herr’s, causing cops to wonder who knew 
Herr and had connections to that city: 
Wozniak. Even Columbo hampered by his 
constant head cold wouldn’t have needed 
an entire show to solve this case. 

Yet there is an unsolved mystery: What 
role, if any, did Wozniak’s then-22-year- 
old fiancee, Rachel Buffett, play? Buffett, 
who was also a theater actor, is free on 
bail but faces charges as an accessory 
after the fact. In one of the more notable 
parts of the trial that went unmentioned 
in daily-newspaper accounts, Costa Mesa 
Police Department Lieutenant Ed Everett 
volunteered on the witness stand that 
he thought Buffett should be Wozniak’s 
co-defendant facing death row inside San 
Quentin State Prison. 

The comment likely irked Murphy, who 
had been enjoying a flawless presentation, 
because the prosecutor quickly tried to get 
the lieutenant to back off his stance only 
to have Scott Sanders, the assistant public 
defender representing Wozniak, revisit the 
issue. Turns out that Everett isn’t just the 
stereotypical gruff, hard-nosed cop. He’s 
also a perfectionist, testifying how he cri¬ 
tiques his interrogations and noting in frus¬ 
tration he’d once accidentally interrupted a 


suspect on the verge of confessing. 

Everett, a no-nonsense veteran, testified 
that his “gut” tells him Buffett, who insists 
she was duped by a clever boyfriend, 
is also guilty, in part, because she told 
numerous lies after the crime. He readily 
acknowledged he can’t prove that asser¬ 
tion legally at this point, but, though he 
considers her a better actor than Wozniak 
(not a compliment), she did give helpful 
information to nail her then-fiance. Oddly, 
Buffett spiced one of her on-the-record 
interviews with the tidbit that she consid¬ 
ered Wozniak’s penis inadequate, a head- 
scratching outburst for police. 

Superior Court Judge John Conley 
ordered punishment discussions for 
Wozniak to begin on Jan. 4,2016. Murphy 
wants the death penalty. Sanders hopes 
to convince jurors a term of life in prison 
without parole is just. While the defense 
has been mum about its strategy, there’s 
no secret what emotions the prosecutor 
will stroke. 

On Dec. 16, Murphy reminded the jury 
that a cash-craving Wozniak explored 
committing murder or, as a Google search 
revealed, stealing a car and selling it. 
“What happened to that?” the prosecutor 
asked. “None of us would be here today [if 
car theft had been the choice].”

ISN’T TELLING , OU WHATTO THINK 


THE BIG-MOUTH DIRECTOR IS ABOUT TO DROP HIS MOST UNCONVENTIONAL 
MOVIE SINCE RESERVOIR DOGS -AND HE WANTS YOU TO THINK FOR YOURSELF

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• ere’s a true'story abodts^St. Louis murder that 
’ ^ changed America. In 1837, a black freeman 
^ named Francis McIntosh stepped off a Missis- 
r/| sippi riverboat and blundered into two white cops 

X chasing a drunk sailor who’d called them names. 

They ordered McIntosh to stop the perp; when 
^™Jjie refused, they arrested him for breaching the 
peace. En route to £he judge, McIntosh asked how long he’d be in 
jail for literally doiqg nothing. Five years. So then McIntosh did do 
something: He stabbed both officers, killing one. 

Within hours, a white mob burned McIntosh alive. The state 
investigated the McIntosh lynching, but the grand jury declined to 
indict anyone. 

Nearby, young newspaper editor Elijah Lovejoy was horrified. 

A moral man, Lovejoy decried McIntosh’s false arrest and furious 
punishment as “awful murder and savage barbarity.” The locals 
chased Lovejoy across the Mississippi River. But Lovejoy kept 
speaking out. 

“As long as I am an American citizen, and as long as American 
blood runs in these veins, I shall hold myself at liberty to speak, to 
write and to publish whatever I please on any subject,” Lovejoy wrote. 

Then the mob came for him. They torched Lovejoy’s printing 
presses and shot him five times. He was buried on his 35th birthday. 

You’ve probably heard about what happened next. Lovejoy’s death 
radicalized white abolitionist John Brown, who later raised a small 
army that in 1859 overtook Harpers Ferry, West Virginia, in a failed 
slave revolt. It was Brown’s execution—the third death in the domino 
chain—that politicized the country and triggered the Civil War. 

Historians call Brown “America’s first domestic terrorist.” Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln called him “insane.” 

Quentin Tarantino calls him “my favorite American.” 

“His idea was the minute white blood is shed the way black blood 
is shed, that’s when shit will start changing,” Tarantino says over 
iced coffees on a brisk afternoon in his Hollywood Hills back yard. 
“And like all great Americans, he was hung for treason.” 

A decade ago, Tarantino thought about eventually filming Brown’s 
biopic—maybe when he neared 60 and could play the white-bearded 
rebel himself. Today, at 52, he has changed his mind. Biographies are 
too creatively limiting, even for a guy who happily rewrote history by 
machine-gunning Hitler. 

Besides, adds Tarantino, “I’m dealing with a lot of the things that 
I wanted to deal with.” His recent movies have explored what drew 
him to Brown’s story: When does violence deserve violence? Inglou- 
rious Basterds screwed with our code of ethics. Murder Hitler, sure, 
go ahead. But what about when Brad Pitt’s Lieutenant Aldo Raine 
has his men bash an unarmed Nazi to death with a baseball bat? 

Django Unchained, set the year before the Harpers Ferry raid, 
scales down the Civil War to one freed slave avenging himself on his 
masters. Yet the bitter twist is that in Django’s hunt for justice, he 
allows innocent slaves to be torn apart by dogs and literally makes 


money off other men’s dead bodies. The larger good demands the 
unpardonably bad. “In my own little imagining of a series of paper¬ 
backs, The Further Adventures of Django,” Tarantino says, “at some 
point, he would join John Brown’s army.” 

Tarantino’s new film pivots away from his sprawling epics, but 
it’s no less political. The Hateful Eight is a pared-down thriller about 
murderess Daisy Domergue, a bounty hunter, a black Union soldier, 
two white supremacists, one cowboy, one hangman, one innkeeper 
and one stagecoach driver, all trapped in a rural outpost called Min¬ 
nie’s Haberdashery during a Wyoming blizzard. Count up the char¬ 
acters, and you’ll notice that the hateful eight are really nine—Tar¬ 
antino’s first clue not to trust anything you hear. The Haberdashery 
isn’t even a haberdashery, and, as the tensions on this cold night get 
icier indoors, these killers’ claims get harder and harder to prove. 
We’re not even sure how to pronounce “Domergue.” Is it dough-min- 
gray or dommer-goo ? 

“Nothing is for sure in this movie,” Tarantino says. “That, literally, 
is the goal.” While writing his murder mystery, he’d ask friends what 
“facts” about these violent characters were true. Any statement peo¬ 
ple trusted, he’d sabotage. Tarantino laughs and explains, “If they’re 
going to be that gullible, then I must torture them!” 

The Hateful Eight is a fun puzzle-box, a palate cleanser after Tar¬ 
antino’s pair of ambitious sagas. But he still has plenty to say about 
race, cruelty and justice. Legally, bounty hunter John Ruth (Kurt 
Russell) could shoot the murderess (an animalistic Jennifer Jason 
Leigh) and trade her corpse for cash. He’d rather see her get a fair 
trial before she hangs, and professional hangman Oswaldo Mobray 
(Tim Roth) agrees. 

“The good part about frontier justice is it’s very thirst-quenching,” 
Mobray says. “The bad part is it’s apt to be wrong as right.” The 
ghosts of Francis McIntosh and Elijah Lovejoy would nod in agree¬ 
ment. Yet Tarantino never makes his morality plays simple: Ruth’s 
ethics are upstanding, but the man himself is a bully, a woman beater 
and a jerk. 

The Hateful Eight is set six to 10 years after the Civil War, soon 
enough that everyone remembers what side everyone else was on 
and what crimes they committed to defend it. Even Samuel L. Jack¬ 
son’s Union officer, Major Warren, is guilty of atrocities. “Their lives 
to one degree or another have been ripped apart,” Tarantino says. 
“They’re sheltering together, these survivors of an apocalypse. But 
the apocalypse is the Civil War. 

“I didn’t set out to make it this way, but this is a blue-state, red- 
state Western.” 

Right now, America feels as polarized as it has in a century and 
a half, and you see today’s battle lines drawn when Jackson stares 
down Bruce Dern and Walton Goggins’ Rebel fighters. In the wake 
of Eric Garner, Michael Brown, Tanisha Anderson, Tamir Rice, Eric 
Harris, Walter Scott and Freddie Gray, you shudder when Goggins’ 
Chris Mannix, the town’s flagrantly racist new sheriff, nods, “When 
niggers are scared, white folks are safe.”

“The political discussions that happen 
in the movie just come out of the charac¬ 
ters,” Tarantino says. “The script hits a lot 
of hot-button topics, but I’m on record as 
having written it almost two years ago”— 
when The Hateful Eights first draft was 
leaked, and before Eric Garner, Michael 
Brown, Tanisha Anderson, Tamir Rice, 

Eric Harris, Walter Scott and Freddie Gray. 

“Events have caught up with it,” Tar¬ 
antino says. “It just means that I’m doing 
what a writer is supposed to be doing. I’m 
connected to the Zeitgeist.” 

In his second and third drafts, he sharp¬ 
ened some jabs and softened others, such 
as when 
Goggins is 
asked if the 
people in his 
home state 
of South 
Carolina 
feel safe. 

“Because of 
the murders 
at Emanuel 
[AME 
Church in 
Charleston], 

I took it 
out,” Taran¬ 
tino says. “It 
was too on 
the money.” 

However, he 
kept Ruth’s 
disgust for 
“losers gone 
loco, wrap- 
pin’ them¬ 
selves in the 
Rebel flag 
as an excuse 
for killin’,” 
an insult 
made more 
relevant 

when, a month after the film wrapped, 
activist Bree Newsome braved South 
Carolina’s state capitol and took down the 
Confederate flag. 

In the months since, Tarantino has 
become an activist himself. The label 
caught him off-guard. 

“I’ve never really been one in my public 
life to take a big political stand,” he says. 
Until October, that is, when he joined a 
RiseUp rally in New York and spoke out 
against police brutality, declaring, “When 
I see murder, I cannot stand by. And I have 
to call the murdered the murdered, and I 
have to call the murderers the murderers.” 

The police reaction was swift. Both the 
National Association of Police Organiza¬ 
tions and the Fraternal Order of Police, 
together representing roughly 571,000 
officers (or just over half of the cops in 
America), vowed to boycott The Hateful 
Eight. Jim Pasco, executive director of the 
Fraternal Order of Police, cautioned Tar¬ 
antino in The Hollywood Reporter, “Some¬ 


thing is in the works, but the element of 
surprise is the most important element. 
And a lot of it is going to be driven by Tar¬ 
antino, who is nothing if not predictable.” 

“I don’t like being painted as a cop- 
hater, and I don’t like the idea that maybe 
some man or woman wearing a blue 
uniform on the street who once liked 
me might think they don’t like me now 
because I’m against them,” Tarantino 
says. “It’s not about that. It’s an institu¬ 
tional thing going on, and I’m highlighting 
it—as are a lot of other people.” He’s made 
peace with the media frenzy. Bashing him 
kept police brutality in the news. 

Since he started giving interviews in 
1992, Tarantino has been open about his 
run-ins with cops. At 15, he was arrested 
for shoplifting Elmore Leonard’s novel 
The Switch 
at Kmart. 
Over the 
next five 
years, he 
was arrested 
three more 
times, stem¬ 
ming from 
$7,000 in 
unpaid park¬ 
ing tickets 
on his sil¬ 
ver Honda 
Civic. It was 
a hefty sum 
for a VHS 
clerk earn¬ 
ing $200 per 
week, and it 
culminated 
in what he 
says was an 
eight-day 
stint at the 
LA County 
Jail in the 
fall of 1989— 
where he 
claimed he 
overheard 
dialogue 
that made it into Reservoir Dogs. 

In the fallout from Tarantino’s cur¬ 
rent public squabble with police, the 
New York Post interviewed Los Angeles 
Captain Christopher Reed, who told the 
paper that “a check of Los Angeles County 
Sheriff’s Department jail records revealed 
no evidence that Mr. Tarantino was ever 
incarcerated in our jail system.” The Posts 
headline gloated, “Watch cop-hating 
Quentin Tarantino lie about being a tough 
guy in jail.” (According to an email from 
Nicole Nishida, a Los Angeles Sheriff’s 
Department spokeswoman, “The Sheriff’s 
Department is unable to either corrobo¬ 
rate or refute Mr. Tarantino’s statements 
that he spent time in our jail system.”) 

If Tarantino did lie, it’s unclear what 
he hoped to gain from exaggerating his 
punishment for unpaid parking fines. 

(He declined to respond to a request for a 
follow-up interview.) 

Despite Tarantino’s late-’90s streak

of punching producers and cab drivers, 
when it comes to confronting America’s 
racial politics, he’s not violent John 
Brown. He’s Elijah Lovejoy, another big, 
brave mouth who got in trouble for saying 
the word “murder.” 

In 1837, a big mouth got your printing 
presses smashed and got you shot. Today, 
the mob just boycotts your films. 

P art of what makes Tarantino 
a bold voice is that he’s still 
excited people want to hear 
him talk. He remembers being 
6-year-old alphabetically challenged 
Quentin Zastoupil, a kid who “was always 
at the end of the roll call, of anybody 
getting anything special.” (His mother, 
Connie, was briefly married to musician 
Curtis Zastoupil.) 

Today, when film obsessives debate the 
best auteur of this generation, Tarantino 
is the first name on the list. He has been 
for two decades. Yet he still seems so over¬ 
joyed by his success that aspiring film¬ 
makers embrace him as a fellow geek. 

The Tarantino mythology—the video 
store, the job at a porn theater, the go- 
nowhere acting classes, the half-destroyed 
16mm first film—is the story of a lot of 
Hollywood hopefuls with big dreams and 
big egos. They’ve also worked crap gigs 


Golden Girls, the one in which Sophia gets 
married. Find the clip online to spot his 70 
seconds of glory. Tarantino’s hidden in the 
back row, but his commitment stands out. 
Every other Elvis is in a rhinestone jump 
suit and cartoon bouffant. Tarantino is the 
oddball in a plain white jacket (his own) 
with a simple swoop of black hair (also his 
own). While the rest of the Elvii play to 
the camera, Tarantino closes his eyes and 
sings to himself. He’s sincere. 

It was during this period that Taran¬ 
tino indulged in what he called Detest 
Fests, late nights in which he’d eviscerate 
himself for his stalled career. “They were 
about, You’re falling asleep in this video 
store. You need to get out of the South 
Bay; you need to get out to Hollywood. 
Screenwriting is what you’ve got to be 
doing—that’s when you’ll make some 
money is when you sell a screenplay.’” 

Finally, he sold one—True Romance— 
and used that money, plus every con¬ 
nection he had, to direct Reservoir Dogs, 
which finally came together when Harvey 
Keitel fell in love with the script. 

“I ended up lucking out in that when 
I first started making my movies, it hap¬ 
pened to coincide with the whole rise 
of American independent cinema in the 
’90s,” Tarantino says. “That’s like being a 
Seattle band at the time of grunge.” 

He says he’s no longer the guy who 
made Reservoir Dogs. “I’m related to that 
guy, but I’m not that guy anymore. And 
one of the things I love about Reservoir

such as PA on a Dolph Lundgren exercise 
video. (“My first job—my only job—in 
the entertainment industry before I did 
Reservoir Dogs,” he says. “I remember he 
yelled at me once because I was supposed 
to get him to set.”) And anyone can empa¬ 
thize with Tarantino’s struggle to be taken 
seriously as an actor, his first and possibly 
deepest love. As Uma Thurman told Van¬ 
ity Fair in 2003, “If somebody asked him 
to act in something while he was prepping 
Kill Bill, he would’ve dropped everything 
to go and act.” 

Before he was famous, the only acting 
gig Tarantino landed was as one of 10 
Elvis impersonators on an episode of The 


Dogs is I like that guy who made that. And 
I really appreciate what he did. When I 
made Reservoir Dogs, I didn’t know if I 
was ever going to make movies again, and 
I’d wanted to make movies my entire life.” 
Tarantino smiles and points to his chest. 

“This guy gets to make movies because 
that guy did a good job. If it had just gone 
to video, that would have been it. Nothing 
would have happened.” 

Instead, everything happened and 
then some. 

Tarantino became the rare director 
who is a celebrity himself. “I actually dealt 
myself into that game for the simple fact 
that the more popular I was on my own, 








I wouldn’t need an actor to get a movie 
made/’ he says. “I would be enough.” 

In 1995, the year after Pulp Fiction 
was released, Tarantino took a date to 
the Rodin Gardens in Paris. Everyone 
stopped staring at the sculptures to stare 
at him. He’d officially lost his anonymity. 

A famous actor friend advised him to go 
incognito in glasses and a hat. “I just look 
like me in glasses and a hat,” Tarantino 
says, groaning. "I actually think I’m not 
that famous; I’m just that recognizable.” 

By 1996, he was inescapable. Suddenly, 
the wannabe actor had racked up cameos 
in 11 movies, including one in Spike Lee’s 
Girl 6 as a creepy, backward-baseball-cap- 
wearing version of himself. In an early 
scene, Tarantino—or “QT” as his character 
is called—claims to be casting “the great¬ 
est romantic African-American film ever 
made. Directed by me, of course.” Then he 
asks a black actress to show him her tits. 

Lee’s characterization was pointed and, 
at least when it comes to his eventual view 
of Tarantino’s career, prescient. Tarantino 
was still more than a decade away from 
making Django Unchained, in which a great 
African-American romantic hero battles 
the entire South to rescue his beloved 
Broomhilda (Kerry Washington). Back 
then, however, Tarantino had only just 
started on Jackie Brown, which Lee would 
decry for its “ignorant” use of the n-word. 

“Black artists think they are the only 
ones allowed to use the word,” countered 
Jackie Brown co-star Samuel L. Jackson. 
“This is a good film. And Spike hasn’t 


made one of those in a few years.” 

Incensed, Lee told the Washington Post 
that Jackson was a “house Negro defend¬ 
ing massa.” (In a sly coincidence, Jackson 
played a house Negro defending massa in 
Django Unchained .) 

In the 18 years since the dustup, Lee 
and Jackson have made peace. Just this 


winter, Jackson gives phenomenal per¬ 
formances in both The Hateful Eight and 
Lee’s hilarious polemic Chi-Raq. While 
shooting The Hateful Eight, Jackson 
would cut out on weekends to shoot Capi¬ 
tal One commercials with Lee. Tarantino 
jokes that he’d send Jackson off by saying, 


“Tell my buddy Spike I love him!” 

Of course, Lee absolutely had a point. 
In Tarantino’s early films, he used the 
n-word for blunt shocks, as when his Pulp 
Fiction character Jimmie whines that his 
house doesn’t have a sign reading, “Dead 
nigger storage.” In Jackie Brown, it’s a 
noun flung about like any other. In both

movies, you could swap it for “man” or 
just delete it and lose nothing except a 
startled, shameful laugh. 

Since then, Tarantino’s use of the 
n-word has evolved. In Django and The 
Hateful Eight, Tarantino wields the word 
deliberately—it’s a weapon that’s meant 


to hurt. “My exploration of the West is 
dealing with race in American and racial 
aspects that had been ignored by the great 
Western directors,” says Tarantino, who 
felt that a period piece about the Civil 
War in which Confederates didn’t use the 
n-word would, problematically, make rac¬ 
ism sound more politically correct. 

In 2012, Lee swore he’d never watch 
Django, so it makes sense if he hasn’t 
taken note of the change in Tarantino’s 
work. Has he seen Django now? “I have no 
idea,” Tarantino says. 

“I haven’t seen a Spike Lee movie since 
Clockers” Timewise, that would include 
his own cameo in Girl 6. 

However, he’s considering watching 
Chi-Raq, Lee’s update of Aristophanes’ 
sex comedy Lysistrata. “Before I found out 
what it was about, the answer would have 
been no,” Tarantino says. “I can’t believe 
I’m saying this, but I actually saw him give 
an interview on it, and then I read some¬ 
thing else on it, and I go, T think I might 
be intrigued to see this movie.’” 

So maybe there’s hope that cinema’s 
fiercest warriors will call a truce. After all, 
they’re practically fighting on the same side. 

“I like the idea that some black critic 
who has been paid to write three different 
think pieces about me and always looked 
at me with a jaundiced eye will be sitting 
at Thanksgiving when he’s a grandfather 
and his grandkids are studying my films in 
school and it’s their favorite class,” Taran¬ 
tino says. “That’s my revenge.”

Tater Tops 

Aji Peruvian Cuisine in Long Beach revels in the South American country’s love of potatoes

A t Aji Peruvian Cuisine in Long 
Beach’s Retro Row, there are 
potatoes everywhere: boiled, 
mashed, fried—sometimes all 
three. Potatoes are buried like treasures 
beneath the shredded-chicken-studded 
gravy of the aji de gallina and displayed 
like polished gemstones next to skirt steak 
in the bistec a lo pobre. 

But even before you order any of these, 
there are the house-made potato chips driz¬ 
zled with a spicy homemade aioli. They’re 
what the servers bring to start you off 
instead of bread as soon as you sit down in 
this charming exposed-brick dining room. 
And these are the best possible kind of chips, 
occupying that sweet spot of crispness and 
crunch between Lay’s and kettle-cooked. 

As there may not be any culture that 
reveres the humble tuber more than the 
ancient Incas, there may not be a restau¬ 
rant in California that respects the potato 
more than Aji. Here, it’s treated not as a 
throwaway starch, but an ingredient that 
gets equal footing with meat. 

I saw this with the lomito saltado, a 
version of lomo saltado, which was, with¬ 
out question, the best I’ve had anywhere. 
Everything about the dish—from the 
delicate balance of cumin and soy sauce 
to the way the red onion was wilted so 
its harshness was gone but its snap was 
intact—was perfect. But the potatoes were 
something else. While most Peruvian 
joints settle on frozen fries and toss them 
into the wok with the rest of the saltado, 
here, they’re cut by hand, fried to a flaw¬ 
less golden sheen, then stacked separately 
from the stir-fry in the final dish. And 
when I ate them in concert with nuggets 
of seared tenderloin so soft they melted 


like the best Vietnamese bo luc lac, I for¬ 
got for a moment that, with the rice, the 
dish effectively had two forms of carbohy¬ 
drates on the plate—but I wouldn’t have 
had it any other way. 

The papa rellena appetizer is also a 
must. It’s essentially a meat-filled Nerf 
football of mashed potato that’s carefully 
deep-fried to form a crisp outer shell. One 
order is enough for a table, and you want 
to portion it out as though it were a shep¬ 
herd’s pie—every person getting an equal 
share of the sirloin-steak bits, the potato 
and the acid-spiked, shredded-red-onion 
topping called salsa criolla that’s essential 
to cut through it all. 

Aji’s best potato-centric appetizer, 
though, is the causa, which actually has its 
own section independent from the appe¬ 
tizer list. And the best one to get is the 
one that has all four of them together on 
an oblong plate as a sampler. Each stack 
begins with a tiny scoop of chilled mashed 
spuds, a slice of avocado, then a spoonful 
of either crab, shrimp, tuna or octopus 
on top of that. Finally, depending on 
the causa, the kitchen staff crowns each 
tower with a jalapeno, a fried shrimp, a 
quartered egg or a slice of octopus. You 
approach the precarious things care¬ 
fully, making sure to spoon up whatever 
complementary sauce or aioli that’s been 
dribbled on each. 

If the octopus in the causa has whetted 
your appetite for a more substantial serv¬ 
ing of tentacles, there’s an anticucho of 
octopus the menu describes as “two-way 
cooked.” For sure, one of the ways was 
by open flames. Each bite from my plate 
of disembodied cephalopod appendages 
was evidence of it: smoky and gilded with 


char. But even with this dish, there was no 
escaping the potato—there it was on the 
side as a warm salad of fingerlings. 

Among the few dishes that don’t have 
potato in it are the three varieties of fried 
rice. There’s a Peruvian-style chaufa, but 
also a candy-sweet Shrimp Chaufa My 
Way, which tastes more like a Thai-style 
pineapple fried rice than anything from 
Peru. The Seco de Res, a hunk of short rib 
braised in beer and cilantro, is another 
potatoless entree. Instead, it has rice and 
beans, but the Chupe de Camarones, a 
rich and heavy shrimp chowder, has pota¬ 
toes in spades in addition to the rice. It 
tastes like spicy lobster bisque at first, but 
it turns into seafood risotto if you take it 
home after the rice absorbs all the liquid. 

As no Peruvian joint could exist without 
offering ceviche, Aji has three, two of them 
made with a leche de tigre so fiery and 
punchy it’s nearly an aguachile. A third 
ceviche, Ceviche Nikkei, is actually more 
of a poke—it employs soy sauce, ginger, 
sesame oil and raw cubes of ahi instead of 
the standards of sea bass and lime juice. 

Yes, you will have plenty of potatoes and 
ceviches here, but in my opinion, there may 
be no better proof of Aji’s Peruvianness 
than the presence of lucuma ice cream, 
a flavor from a subtropical fruit that, I’m 
told, is more popular than chocolate in 
Lima—and that’s probably only because 
there’s no such thing as potato ice cream.

Y ou say you like pork—you live for 
bacon, you shudder over belly, you 
have a tattoo of a Berkshire on your ass? 
You're a pretender. You probably haven't 
been to Carnitas Uruapan, the Valhalla of 
pig production in Orange County. Forget 
its delicious namesake product for a bit, 
and stand in awe at the offerings on its 
big-screen menu (complete with photos 
that resemble a delicious autopsy) that 
meets you upon entering the place 
almost as fast as the smell of frying 
pig skin. There's pig eye, pig snout, pig 
cheeks and pig chitlins. Pig liver? Strong, 
but silky. Pig blood sausage? Of course. 
Pig heart? Maybe the best part. Pig 
uterus? Called nana, and it's probably the 
most sumptuous rubber you'll ever eat. 

Puerco is taken seriously at this 
SanTana factory—and not just because 
of the pig frescoes in the front of the 
restaurant, the large picture of the 
restaurant's founder as a kid carrying 
a pig carcass on his back orthe epic 
mural inside, perhaps Orange County's 
most detailed piece of folk art, featuring 
hundreds of anthropomorphic pigs living 
life in the rancho, from cops to lawyers 
to drunks to even pigs—a happier Ani¬ 
mal Farm. In a city full of michoacanos, 
Carnitas Uruapan must always be on 
top of its game, so the place is more 
butcher shop than restaurant. Seating 
is made from cheap plastic, the better 
to wipe down as soon as someone fin¬ 
ishes. Orders get fixed within seconds, 
drawn from bubbling trays of pork that's 
been chopped, steamed, fried, grilled 
and sauteed. Most folks get their meat 
by the pound with a stack of tortillas to 
make quicktacos. Dress them up with 
Carnitas Uruapan's house salsas, none 
for the faint-hearted. 

More pork? Kidney. Ear. An entire 
leg stuffed with more pork. Or try a taco 
de canasta with pierna adovada: a sort 
of wet taco in which the spiced meat 
turns into a confit—as great a taco as 
la naranja has ever seen. And then look 
again at the portraits of Carnitas Urua¬ 
pan's owners as pigs, at the catering 
specials that can feed 100. Beans and 
rice? What are you—ISIS?

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The Top 10 Films of 2015 

Here’s the best of the year that kept giving

ow good was 2015 for mov¬ 
ies? My first draft of a top 10 
was a staggering top 30.1 had 
to make some agonizing cuts 
and took out documentaries, which are 
deserving of their own list. Your challenge, 
should you choose to accept it: Watch 
every one listed below by New Year’s Eve. 
Okay, okay, at least by New Year’s Eve next 
year— by which point, Hollywood willing, 
we’ll have another long list of flicks to 
celebrate. Masochistically, I hope making 
that one will be just as painful. 

1. Chi-Raq. Spike Lee’s savage satire of sex 
and violence is the only contender for best 
film of 2015, a year marked, painfully, by 
gun violence from planned mass attacks 
to unarmed civilians shot by the police. 
Chi-Raq takes aim at everyone and every¬ 
thing responsible for the bloodshed—rac¬ 
ism, poverty, desperation, apathy and 
machismo—and destroys his targets. 
Welcome back, Spike. And stay awhile— 
America needs you. 

2. Anomalisa. The only way Charlie 
Kaufman could follow up Synecdoche, 

New York, tied for my favorite film of all 
time, is with this small marvel about a 
miserable narcissist. Over a single night 
in a generic hotel, the man—or, really, the 
puppet—is slapped awake by love. But 
Kaufman is such a clear-eyed expert on 


human behavior that he shuns easy end¬ 
ings. Forget action flicks. This hushed 
stop-motion drama might be the most 
brutal film of the year. 

3. The Hateful Eight After his masterpiece 
Django Unchained, Quentin Tarantino has 
nothing left to prove. So now he gets to 
have fun with this wicked head-scrambler 
that plays like the bastard child of Agatha 
Christie and Sam Peckinpah. The Hate¬ 
ful Eight is meant to be watched big and 
with an audience who will gasp, squirm 
and laugh in all the worst places. Dress 
warm—this blizzard-set film literally and 
emotionally chills you to the bone. 

4. American Ultra. I was knocked sideways 
by Nima Nourizadeh’s giddy thriller about 
a stoner couple hijacked by the CIA. That 
plot sounds generic, yet the film is anything 
but. Nourizadeh and screenwriter Max 
Landis are inventive, energetic and clever. 
The film soars thanks to the lead perfor¬ 
mances by Kristen Stewart and Jesse Eisen- 
berg, serious actors and longtime friends, 
who deepen their pothead lovebirds with 
genuine emotion and angst. American Ultra 
was too comic for gorehounds, too gory for 
pure comedy. It’s its own strange monster, 
and I loved every second. 

5. Mad Max: Fury Road. In the spirit of 
the flick, who needs words? Buckle up 
and vroooooom. 

6. Room. Last year, Lenny Abrahamson 


earned a spot on my top 10 for his soulful 
music dramedy Frank, a.k.a. the movie 
in which Michael Fassbender wears a 
giant puppet mask. Good lord, does this 
Dublin director have range! Room turns 
two people trapped in a backyard shed 
into an epic exploration of the force and 
fragility of the human spirit. I’m thrilled 
to see Brie Larson get the acclaim she 
has already more than earned—and to 
see what the astonishing 9-year-old actor 
Jacob Tremblay, just 7 during filming, 
goes on to do next. 

7. Victoria. Whoop-dee-doo that Birdman 
forged a continuous single shot. Wanna 
see the real deal? Check out this astonish¬ 
ing—and unfaked—German film about 

a Spanish girl who gets swept up in a 
crazy night with four drunk thugs, and 
try to keep pace as the camera chases the 
unlucky quintet across Berlin from roof¬ 
tops to clubs to scary vans. Director Sebas¬ 
tian Schipper shot the film three times— 
this is the last take—and he timed it so 
perfectly that it ends right as the sun rises. 
But Victoria is more than a gimmick. Lead 
Laia Costa, who masters all these emo¬ 
tions in real time, is a big-deal discovery. 

8. Spy. Paul Feig and Melissa McCarthy 
make such a potent pairing that Brides¬ 
maids won her an Oscar nomination. For 
my money, she deserves it more for their 
third team-up, a madcap riot that show¬ 


cases the comedian’s undertapped intel¬ 
ligence and strength. Every beat is delight¬ 
ful, especially Jason Statham’s masterclass 
in deadpan meatheadedness. The entire 
cast—Rose Byrne, Jude Law, Miranda Hart, 
Peter Serafinowicz—is an argument for 
why we need to reward comedies, as well 
as comedy directors, during awards season. 

9. The Second Mother. Brazilian comic 
Regina Case is her country’s Lily Tom¬ 
lin—she has been doing great, eclectic 
work for decades. And, like Tomlin in 
Grandma, by starring in a semi-serious 
drama, she gets an overdue ovation. 

In The Second Mother, Case plays a 
beloved live-in maid who finds her role 
in her boss’ family disrupted when her 
estranged daughter, a smart, snobbish girl 
who can pass for upper-class, moves into 
the house—and a much nicer bedroom 
than hers. Don’t miss this good-hearted 
movie with a very sharp sting. 

10. Tangerine. Sean Baker’s comedy about 
two transsexual prostitutes who spend 
Christmas Eve hunting their estranged 
boyfriend/pimp was the last film I saw at 
this January’s Sundance. What a way to 
kick off a great year of movies. Tangerine 
is a fresh look at Los Angeles, the city I 
love with all of my heart. Best of all: It’s 
my new favorite holiday movie. Adios, 
Santa Claus Conquers the Martians.

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OPENING 

CONCUSSION Concussion isn't much of a 
movie, but it's a fascinating bellwether for 
where the National Football League cur¬ 
rently stands on chronic traumatic enceph¬ 
alopathy (CTE), the degenerative brain 
disease associated with many of its former 
players. As it happens, the human brain 
isn't supposed to whip against the skull like 
a crash-test dummy. Blows to the head can 
have devastating long-term effects. Much 
like The Insider, Peter Landesman's film 
uses a real-life whistleblower to expose 
the evils of a multi-billion-dollar institution. 
Opening in 2002, Concussion follows Dr. 
Bennet Omalu (Will Smith), a Nigerian 
forensic pathologist who conducts autop¬ 
sies in a Pittsburgh coroner's office. The 
50-year-old body of Mike Webster (David 
Morse), a former Hall-of-Fame center for 
the Pittsburgh Steelers, reveals disturbing 
evidence of what Omalu would later iden¬ 
tify as CTE. Landesman, a former journalist, 
dutifully follows the breadcrumbs as Omalu 
accumulates findings from more dead 
athletes, gains a powerful ally in former 
Steelers team doctor Julian Bailes (Alec 
Baldwin) and comes under intense scrutiny 
from the league, the media and local sports 
crazies. Just getting all the facts straight 
is a lot for one movie to handle, to say 
nothing of offering a thorough look at the 
metastasizing implications for the culture 
and business of America's game. The NFL 
will likely tar the film with the relentless¬ 
ness of Scientology's attack on Going 
Clear. A title as blunt as Concussion would 
seem to function as a narrative North Star, 
but scenes of Omalu's courtship with his 
wife Prema (a squandered Gugu Mbatha- 
Raw) consistently take the movie off-topic. 
Is this a film about brain trauma or a Will 
Smith vehicle? (PG-13) Scott Tobias 

DADDY'S HOME Here's a challenge. 

Gather some friends, pour some drinks 
and announce to everyone the premise 
of Daddy's Home, the new family comedy 
about dads competing to be pater superior. 

It won't take long: Will Ferrell is a doting 
schlemiel of a stepdad to suburban moppets 
whose biological father, played by Mark 
Wahlberg, some kind of special-ops tough, 
rumbles back into their lives on a motor¬ 
cycle as sleekly phallic as H.R. Giger's alien. 
That established, why not spend a couple 
minutes guessing at what scenes are 
certain to be in the movie. Ferrell crashing 
that bike, of course. Comical compare-and- 
contrast shirtlessness, certainly. A funny 
dog? A daddy/daughter dance? A long- 
suffering wife and mother (Linda Cardellini) 
who, to facilitate the comedy, lets her ex 
move in to the house and then takes turns 
encouraging both of these men in their jack- 
assery? Yes, yes and yes. Daddy's Home is 
composed almost entirely of setups you've 
seen from its predecessors. (Hey, that's 
working for Star Wars.) The performers are 
all skilled enough to make something of this 
tired material. Cardellini, a champion eye- 
roller, smartens up every scene she's in, 
hinting at what the script doesn't dare: That 
rather than a prize these dopes are fighting 
over, Sarah is almost as touched as they 
are. As usual in family comedies, the leads 
learn lessons. Surprise: Brad needs some 
of Dusty's cocksure cool, and Dusty needs 
some of Brad's maturity and warmth. That 
moral is just as obvious and meaningless as 
anything in Daddy's Home, but I will say this: 
It's delivered in a rousing, ridiculous dance 
number, the kind of pleasurable stupidity 
that works even if you can see it coming. ( 
(PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl 


THE HATEFUL EIGHT Here's to Quentin 
Tarantino's cussed perversity. The Hateful 
Eight, his intimate suspenseful western 
splatter-horror comedy, has been shot at 
great expense in the long-gone 70 mm 
format, but the movie itself is set almost 
entirely in cramped interiors. He's hired 
Ennio Morricone to score the thing, but don't 
expect rousing new western themes—the 
music is tense and looping. And the first time 
a white character has a chance to speak 
that slur that is to Tarantino movies what 
"breakin' my balls" is to Scorsese's, that 
white guy—a walrus-mustachioed bounty 
hunter embodied by Kurt Russell - politely 
opts for "black fella" instead. Tarantino 
seems determined to upend your every 
expectation. Here's an octet of gun-toting 
bastards sitting out a blizzard and striving for 
politeness despite detesting each other on 
grounds of race, region and politics. It's as 
honest a movie as there's ever been about 
America during the holidays. But don't think 
Tarantino is changing on us. Soon everyone 
is expectorating "nigger" at each other, 
and after reels of diverting 1870s tough-guy 
dialogue comedy, with bounty hunters of 
uncertain allegiance holed up in a Wyoming 
frontier way station, the movie twists into 
nastiness beyond anything you might 
anticipate. There are new elements: Samuel 
L. Jackson aces some Miss Marple sleuth 
work, and there's a moving ballad sung by 
Jennifer Jason Leigh. (To say more about 
her haunting, demented turn would spoil 
Tarantino's plotting.) But the writer/director's 
hallmarks abound. Here again are chatty 
killers and the pretzeled-history pleasure of 
seeing minorities kaboom the brains of their 
oppressors all over beautifully appointed 
period film sets. And for all its shock-talk,

JOY In most of his eight films, choreographer 
of chaos and screwball scion David 0. 
Russell has assembled boisterous, buoy¬ 
ant casts. His manic ensemble players, 
like those in Silver Linings Playbook and 
American Hustle, carom off one another, 
their high-pitched energy keeping the mov¬ 
ies bustling and busy. Plenty of characters 
still crowd the frame and clamorously vie for 
our attention in Joy, Russell's latest, loosely 
based on the life of Joy Mangano, the now 


59-year-old inventor of the Miracle Mop. But 
the director seems to be trying to emulate 
what used to called the "woman's picture," 
a genre exemplified by Mildred Pierce 
(1945), another tale of a female entrepreneur. 
Russell has built the film around his regular 
troupe member Jennifer Lawrence—who 
is burdened by the banalities littering Joj/s 
script. Many of the movie's platitudes 
revolve around family: Joy, which follows 
its Long Island-born heroine from her early 
20s to roughly her mid-40s, devotes much of 
its running time to illustrating the shopworn 
idea that our closest kin can be our steadi¬ 
est saboteurs. Joy still lives in her childhood 
home, a two-story structure crowded with 
three generations, including her beloved 
grandmother (Diane Ladd, who also nar¬ 
rates) and her own two tiny kids. "I don't 
want to end up like my family," Joy laments, 
her declaration echoing the theme explored 
in The Fighter and Silver Linings Playbook 
(if not the words of probably every person 
who's ever sat in a therapist's office). Those 
earlier films elevated—or at least enliv¬ 
ened—that truism via the outrageousness of 
many of the players. But the disorder found 
in Joy is a reflection only of odd tonal shifts 
in the film itself. (PG-13) Melissa Anderson 

ONGOING 

SISTERS If you've ever seen a dumb party 
movie, you can predict what happens in 
Sisters, the Tina Fey/Amy Poehler com¬ 
edy about sisters revisiting the Orlando 
McMansion of their youth to pack up their 
bedrooms and throw one last rager. Once the 
drugs and booze start flowing, the evening 
is a mess: There will be fights, dancing and 
destruction, and probably foam from the 
ceiling.

bond. They generously egg each other on to 
look even funnier, and Poehler may be the 
best straight-woman of her generation.

The Year In Art 


OC Weekly’s guide to the county’s top 10 exhibits of 2015

I 


I f you read me with 
any regularity, you 
know that I want 
I ideas when I walk 
away from a gallery. I 
admire a beautiful image, 
but I’m a sucker for the 
subversive political narra¬ 
tive: Give me a reflection 
of the world outside the 
canvas. If I don’t believe 
the artist hanging on the 
wall is trying to commu¬ 
nicate something other 
than just the desire to 
make money, I’m bored 
and even actively hostile. 

To quote the late novel¬ 
ist David Foster Wallace 
talking about TV, it’s 
time to realize that those 
“images on a screen given to us by people 
who do not love us but want our money 
[is] fine in low doses, but if it’s the basic 
main staple of your diet, you’re gonna die.” 

Since I plan on living forever, why 
would I bother to help myself to yet 
another eyeful of brain death when I can, 
instead, go for something deeper? The 
work cited below is far from encyclope¬ 
dic—I didn’t see as much as I wanted to, 
which is something I’ll rectify this year 
as I start visiting more artists in their 
studios—but it was so very, very good at 
requiring you to give back and participate 
with it that I couldn’t help but fall in love. 
I’m not going to spend too much time 
repeating the things I did in the reviews. 
You can go back and read those if you’re 
hungry for more detailed descriptions of 
the work—and I can use the page hits—but 
here’s why I think these 10 shows were 
the best art that I saw in 2015: 

1. "Alien She." At the Orange County 
Museum of Art (OCMA). Curators: As tria 
Suparak and Ceci Moss. 

& 2. "XX Redux: Revisiting a feminist art 
collective." At the Guggenheim Gallery. 
Curator: Nancy Buchanan. This one-two 
punch from a pair of different art venues 
gave voice to women artists influenced 
by Riot Grrrl culture and the feminist 
movement of the 1960s. Thoughtful, well- 
curated and fun, both shows were some¬ 
thing of an epiphany for me: Not only 
did they open my eyes to how women 
artists were getting shafted in mainstream 
art venues, but they also gave me a new 
appreciation for work by artists that I had 
previously dismissed. 

3. "Unfinished Conversation: Reconstruct¬ 
ing the Invisible." At Grand Central Art 
Station. Curator: John Spiak. Aida Sehovic

and Leonard Correa’s astringent, no-frills 
eulogy for lives lost in civil wars, includ¬ 
ing those on our local streets, with a spe¬ 
cial emphasis on asking whether an entire 
country can suffer from PTSD. 

4. "R. Luke Dubois—Now" At OCMA. 
Curator: Matthew McLendon. Almost 
autistic in focus, this laser-sharp exhibi¬ 
tion exposes our repetitive isolation in the 
electronic age, as we consume pornogra¬ 
phy and other media, worship pop stars, 
and live our lives without privacy. Imagi¬ 
natively illustrated through the clever use 
of computer algorithms, the result was 
something cool, unemotional and strik¬ 
ing, unforgettable to both the eyes and 
the mind. Unlike most of the shows listed 
here, there’s still time to see it: It runs 
through Feb. 18,2016. 

5. "The Canyon Project: Artivism." At 
Laguna Art Museum. Curator: Mike 
McGee. The most politically astute 
artistic duo in Orange County’s history, 

BC Space’s Jerry Burchfield and Mark 
Chamberlain, get a retrospective of sorts, 
with this archeological exhibition of their 
30-year attempt to save Laguna Canyon. 
This is running through Jan. 17,2016, so 
you don’t have any reason to miss 
the celebration. 

6. "Korda: Revolutionary Pho¬ 
tographer." At the Museum 
of Latin American Art 


Cuban Revolution, starring 
Che and Fidel, just as the 
U.S. began normalizing 
relations with the country 
after decades of hostility. 

7. "Adams, Curtis and 
Weston: Photographers 
of the American West." 

At the Bowers Museum. As 
an artistic refutation of the 
excesses of Manifest Des¬ 
tiny, this exhibition of three 
of America’s finest photogra¬ 
phers—and their romantic, 
radically different visions of 
the West—was a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to get up close and 
personal with their work all 
in one setting, reminding us 
simultaneously what we’ve 
lost and what we still have. 

8. "Nude Survey One." At Jamie Brooks Fine 
Art Gallery. Curator: Eric Minh Swenson. 
Swenson’s assembled talent delivered knock¬ 
out work after knockout work-in a variety 
of mediums—on the nude, mostly female 
form, and it did something that shows of this 
sort rarely do: Instead of slyly winking at the 
work as potential wank material, it reveled in 
aesthetics and the strength of its girl power. 

9. "Whirligigs: The Art of Peter Gelker" 

At the Begovich Gallery. Curator: Lynn 
Gamwell. Santa Ana psychiatrist and psy¬ 
choanalyst Gelker is perfect at the concise 
image as statement, as well as something 
of a genius at gadgetry; his left-wing poli¬ 
tics and confrontational attitude about 
mortality lend a delightfully dark edge to 
the psychological hot plate of sexual panic 
in his handmade work. 

10. "Heroes and Villains: The Comic Book 
Art of Alex Ross." At Fullerton Museum 
Center. Curator: Jesse Kowalski. Walk¬ 
ing through this fantastic retrospective 
of artist Alex Ross’ finely detailed por¬ 
traits of superheroes was an overload of 
fanboy heaven, with the overwhelming 
question being “Why the hell has no one 
thought of this before?”

W hen rt comes to finding artfor decorat¬ 
ing your walls, there are just so many 
options. Many people who want vintage 
portraits, paintings and prints optfor shopping 
attheir local antique mall, lkea,the Orange 
Circle or any retro furniture depotthey can 
find. But lets face it: While the selection is 
plentiful, the price tags are insane. Do you 
really wantto drop more than $150 on a large, 
classic Museum of Modern Art logo print? 

Budget shoppers who aren't afraid to 
skim through the frame section of their 
local thrift store are sure to stumble on 
some kind of lost treasure, not all of it taste¬ 
ful—those inspirational "BELIEVE" and 
"HOPE" prints are absolutely cringeworthy. 
When shopping for my first college apart¬ 
ment, I found a large, framed replica of an 
oil painting by Jean-Honore Fragonard 
from 1770, titled A Young Girl Reading, 
for$4 at a Goodwill in Huntington Beach. 
More recently, I scored a giant vintage 
poster for the Chat Noir cabaret troupe in a 
Costa Mesa thrift store for less than that. 

Beyond those two splendid pieces, the 
more striking finds are those cheeky, tacky 
pieces only their original owners could 
love, such as an abstract, acrylic painting 
I once stumbled upon that was simply 
red paint splattered over a patterned wall 
to resemble dripping blood. Or a Patrick 
Nagel-style woman holding a cat against a 
plaid background. Or a goopy, psychedelic 
painting created from blobs of green, yellow, 
blue, pink, orange and white paint swirled 
togetherto resemble a bad acid trip.

Alexandra Novotna of English Tattoo Co. 


A lexandra Novotna isn’t the 
best tattooer in Newport 
Beach, and that’s exactly how 
she likes it. 

In her seven years in the industry, the 
young artist has switched her primary 
style multiple times. The Orange County 
School of the Arts graduate began her 
tattooing career as many do—focusing on 
simple American traditional designs— 
before moving on to more detailed and 
realistic fine-art tattoos, and now she has 
turned to one of the medium’s most dif¬ 
ficult specializations: portraits. 

“I love how hard portraits are,” 

Novotna says. “You have to be super- 
engaged the whole time you’re doing it; 
it’s not like a coloring book.” 

While some tattooers may shy away 
from realism and portraits, Novotna 
believes it’s a perfect style for her particu¬ 
lar skill set. “When I was in art school, I 
was always super-sad that I was better 
at the technical side of art than I was 
at being creative,” Novotna says. “I was 
like a printer. I could see someone and 
draw them even if they were moving, but 
I struggled with creativity. That’s what 
people want for portraits and realism.” 

Novotna’s skills as an artist are devel¬ 
oping as rapidly as any young tattooer, 
but she believes it’s her interpersonal 
abilities that help more than anything. 
After all, tattooing is still a service-based 
industry. “There are so many good tattoo 
shops around; the only reason someone 
would keep goingback to the same one is 
because you were nice to them and you 
made them feel comfortable,” Novotna 
says. “I think my strength is that I’m 
super-patient with people and I genuinely 
like people. That, and I love to tattoo— 
particularly when people want horror- 
themed tattoos.” 

Considering that portraits and scary 
movie-based tattoos tend to overlap quite 
a bit, it seems that Novotna’s gift for real¬ 
ism and passion for all things horror are a 
perfect match. Even before she was doing 
realism, the English Tattoo Co. artist 
started knocking out a monster-themed 
traditional sleeve for a client. While some 
young artists wouldn’t be capable of 
doing both realism and traditional work, 
Novotna thanks her hard-nosed appren¬ 
ticeship at Sick Dogs Tattoo in Westmin¬ 
ster for learning the fundamentals that 
make her versatile. “I had a super-strict 
learning experience,” Novotna says. 

“First, I was only allowed to do solid black 
tattoos with no lines showing. Then, it 
took me a long time to prove to them I 
could do a color tattoo.” 

As a young tattooer straight out of art

school, it would’ve been easy for her to 
think she had the medium figured out, 
but a traditional apprenticeship will take 
that misconception away from anyone. 

“I learned a lot about respect during my 
apprenticeship,” Novotna says. “Even 
with whatever art-school training I have, 

I learned so much from the guys who’ve 
been around for so much longer than I 
have. Even if they don’t have an artistic 
background, I’ll always be a student to the 
guys who’ve been around for so long. It’s 
the only way to learn.” 

Novotna’s constant striving for 
improvement will only make her bet¬ 
ter. Considering she didn’t know what 
she wanted to do with her life less than 
a year before beginning her apprentice¬ 
ship, Novotna has certainly come a long 
way in a relatively short amount of time. 
“My senior year of high school, I wasn’t 
sure what I wanted to do or if there was 
anything I wanted to do,” Novotna says. 
“Actually, I thought I might go and teach 
English in other countries.” 

Instead, she’s tattooing at a shop owned 
by one of the longtime staples of New¬ 
port Beach’s tattooing scene, a man only 
known by the name “English.” It seems 
English is teaching her.

How I learned to love ‘Mi Burrito Sabanero,’ the greatest Christmas carol ever

I f you were the child of Mexican 
immigrants from the late 1970s 
through the ’90s, there was one song 
you hated above all others. It didn’t 
matter if you were straight from the ran¬ 
cho or the suburbs, a pocho or cholo, boy 
or girl, fluent in English, Spanish or both: 
Young mexicanos of all backgrounds were 
united in their loathing of “El Burrito de 
Belen” (“The Little Burro of Bethlehem”), 
which almost everyone called “Mi Burrito 
Sabanero” (“My Little Savannah Burro”). 
Originally composed by Venezuelan musi¬ 
cian Hugo Blanco and most famously 
recorded by children’s group La Rondal- 
lita in the mid-1970s, it sounds to the 
untrained ear like kid’s music at its most 
horrible—a Barney and Friends fiasco gone 
south of the border. 

Starting with a tropical jaunt that mim¬ 
ics the trot of a donkey, “El Burrito de 
Belen” quickly descends into caterwaul¬ 
ing. The lead singer’s prepubescent fal¬ 
setto goes on and on about a damn “bur¬ 
rito sabaneeeero” (an adjective Mexican 
moms had to explain to their U.S.-born 
mijos ) while the chorus chants “If you see 
me/if you see me/I’m on my way to Beth¬ 
lehem.” Then comes the infamous bridge, 
which consists of kiddies peppily chirp¬ 
ing, “Tuki tuki tuki tuki/tuki tuki tuki ta,” 
then a line, then “Tuki tuki tuki tuki/Tuki 
tuki tuki tu.” 

Annoyed yet? Now, imagine hearing 
the song nonstop from the Feast Day 
of the Virgin of Guadalupe through the 
Dia de los Reyes Magos (The Feast of the 
Epiphany for non-Papists), forced upon 
you by adults in their own version of A 
Clockwork Orange’s Ludovico technique. 
Imagine trying to play cool among your 
gabacho pals in elementary school, then 
melting inside when someone’s paisa par¬ 
ent played the record for your classroom 
Christmas party. “El Burrito de Belen” bore 
down into your very psyche, an earworm 
with no remedy that signified everything 
uncool for kids trying to become Ameri¬ 
can: backward, hokey and in espanol. In 
other words, Mexican. 

I despised the track for decades, and 
even mentioning it to Latinos of my gen¬ 
eration inspires vigorous, simultaneous 
groans and repulsed head shakes. But 
some time back, I tried something: I lis¬ 
tened to the song and attempted to place 
it in its proper context. I remembered my 
working-class childhood, when buying an 
album for my mom cost money we didn’t 
have. I imagined the mentality of my par¬ 
ents and aunts and uncles spinning that 
record again and again, desperately trying 
to teach the young Arellanos and Miran¬ 
das the holiday traditions of Mexico. I 


imagined their hearts quietly breaking 
every time we Americanized kids rejected 
“El Burrito de Belen” in favor of “Frosty 
the Snowman” and “Jingle Bells.” For 
them, it was the sweetest tune possible—a 
song about children on their way to see 
the infant Jesus. For us, it was just dumb. 

If you’re a Mexican-American and 
tears don’t well in your eyes when doing 
the above exercise, then you’re as much 
of a sociopath as Donald Trump. I now 
admit it with no shame: I love “El Burrito 
de Belen” and bawl every time I hear it. 

It’s impossible not to as an adult because 
the song is a miracle on many levels. In 
a region where people barely speak the 
same Spanish, let alone share a culture, it’s 
one of the few collective Latino anthems, 
sung ad nauseam during church proces¬ 
sions and parties and recorded by every¬ 
one from Mexico’s Pedrito Fernandez to 
bachata megagroup Aventura to rock en 
espanol god Juanes—and even he couldn’t 
get through the “tuki tuki” part without 
sheepishly smiling. 

Beyond the chintzy music, the attrac¬ 
tion is the multiple themes at play. “El 
Burrito de Belen” straddles the line 
between the secular and the sacred, the 
classical push-and-pull of all Christmas 
songs. Unlike most explicitly Christian 
carols, which veer from the somber 
(“Silent Night”) to the triumphant (“Hark! 
The Herald Angels Sing”), “El Burrito de 
Belen” is three minutes of unapologetic 


joy. But unlike the godless romps of the 
modern era, the tune never loses sight of 
the reason for the season—hell, that’s the 
whole point of the song. 

And it’s in that angle on Jesus where 
“El Burrito de Belen” reflects its politics. 
Written at a time when the Catholic 
Church hadn’t yet declared war on lib¬ 
eral theology, composer Blanco takes a 
decidedly proletarian view of salvation. 
The protagonist is a poor boy, as evi¬ 
denced by him riding a donkey, the ani¬ 
mal traditionally associated with Mary 
and Joseph’s travel to Bethlehem (even 
though it’s never specified in the Bible 
how exactly they got there). The boy’s 
beast of choice foreshadows Jesus rid¬ 
ing into Jerusalem on Palm Sunday on a 
donkey, and the bad, passionate singing 
(meditating on the song can’t change that 
fact) of La Rondallita is a reminder that 
those who aren’t like children will never 
enter the kingdom of heaven. Indeed, La 
Rondallita’s LP cover features a rainbow 
coalition of Venezuelan country kids see¬ 
ing off their friend. 

Yet despite the overt religion in “El Bur¬ 
rito de Belen,” you don’t have to believe in 
Christ to enjoy its message—as with the 
Nazarene, la cancion welcomes all to its 
embrace. The closest English-language 
Christmas carol to it is “The Little Drum¬ 
mer Boy,” a song that, not coincidentally, 
Americans see as hokey for its clumsy 
onomatopoeia. Unsurprisingly, both songs 


deal with downtrodden children—never 
a popular Christmas theme, never mind 
the whole away-in-a-manger thing. And 
while “The Little Drummer Boy” is sweet, 
you barely hear it anymore because it’s 
so meek—the antithesis of its Venezuelan 
cousin’s loud, assertive witness. 

As an adult, you learn to appreciate “El 
Burrito de Belen” even more. You treasure 
finding the album at Amoeba, remember 
the Navidad fun you had growing up. 

You even learn about the sad fate of lead 
singer Ricardo Cuenci, whose all-out 
effort as an 8-year-old you finally appreci¬ 
ate as artistry in its own right. Colombia’s 
El Tiempo daily found him in 2006 as a 
40-year-old common laborer trying to 
support six kids and with two jail stints 
under his belt. He had never received pay¬ 
ment for his immortal part, let alone roy¬ 
alties. “My life has been hard,” he told the 
newspaper, embarrassed at his failure to 
live up to the song’s promise. “I’ve wanted 
to go on television to say that the ‘ burrito 
sabanero’ exists. I want people to know 
that I’m a man with a good heart.” 

It’s as if Cuenci acknowledges what 
only age can teach you: “El Burrito de 
Belen” is innocence personified—in other 
words, el niho Jesus. To think anything 
negative of it is just wrong. So when I hear 
it played for younger cousins and the tod¬ 
dlers of my friends, and they get a cara de 
fuchi, all I can do is smile. And weep.

Metal Goes Green 

For Nekrogoblikon, the goblin is more than a monster

G oblins have existed on this planet 
for thousands of years. But only 
recently have these mythical 
creatures entered the music 
scene, most notably in the form of SoCal 
melodic death-metal band Nekrogoblikon. 

In 2006, the band were formed by a 
group of eager Northern California college 
students who relocated to Santa Barbara. 
With their early inclination to blend power 
and death metals with GWAR-esque 
panache, Nekrogoblikon gained a small 
army of fans and produced three full- 
length albums—all about goblins. This self- 
proclaimed goblin metal band boasts a real- 
life goblin, John Goblikon, who travels with 
the band as a roadie and mascot. Though 
the band have not toured heavily, they have 
played in Europe and parts of Asia in addi¬ 
tion to North America. Currently, the band 
are on a mini-tour of the East Coast with 
thrash bands Havok and Battlecross. 

Nekrogoblikon vocalist Scorpion recently 
gave us the lowdown on goblinology, goblin 
discrimination and the band’s future plans, 
including their free show Monday at the 
Slidebar Rock-N-Roll Kitchen. 

OC WEEKLY; What are goblins? Where are 
they from? 

SCORPION: Well, as we understand it, 
they are these small green mythical crea¬ 
tures that come from an island deep in 
the outer limits of outer space. They want 
to destroy humanity or, at the very least, 
bring our numbers down and usher in 
some form of population control. They 
have a diet of human teeth, drink alcohol 
and can give off foul odors. 

What makes goblins the perfect subject 
matter for heavy-metal music? Do you 
think they could be part of any other 
musical genre? 

I think there is something about goblins 
that just make them fit with metal; they 
are small and can be tricksters, and people 
think they can be evil. Metal has this sort 
of zany, wacky, bestial and heavy sound 


to it that kind of matches. To me, it just 
works—I don’t know about other genres. 
But to me, the sound of the music just 
sounds goblin-like to me. 

Do you guys get discriminated against for 
having a goblin as part of your crew? 

Yes, unfortunately. I think this is because 
goblins are misunderstood. They are con¬ 
strued as evil. But, our goblin, John Gob¬ 
likon, is not evil—I assure you. He’s just 
a regular goblin like any other out there. 
We get discriminated against all the time 
for having him with us. Certain places 
are really prejudiced and won’t allow him 
in the venue. He has to wait in our van 
because they have a “No Greens” mental¬ 
ity, and we have to deal with it. We usually 
just keep him in our cargo van with some 
beer and wait it out, then sneak him in. I 
think overall, though, things are looking 
progressive around the world, but we’re 
still a ways off from true equality. 

What are the band’s plans for 2016? 

We’re definitely going to be putting more 
emphasis on touring in 2016. For the past 
few years, we haven’t done too much 
touring. We have done some, but here and 
there, so this coming new year, we are 
going to tour and play more shows, get 
our music out there, and bring John Gob¬ 
likon to the fans. Be ready. 

What can fans expect from your show at 
the Slidebar? 

They can expect a crazy good time, mer¬ 
riness, and people dancing and singing 
to lots of good tunes. We bring a party 
vibe to our concerts, believe it or not. It’s 
definitely a fun experience and a heavy 
experience all in one. We can’t wait to see 
everyone: Bring your families!

F ollowing his decision to dissolve Jacks 
Mannequin, OC singer/songwriter Andrew 
McMahon then did something he'd yet to do in 
his decade of making music. Then known best 
for Something Corporate and the aforementioned 
band, he wanted to set out on his own and write 
using his actual name. 

The decision proved to be fruitful for the 
33-year-old.

"For me, the biggest thing is that I'm really 
focused on what I'm doing now," McMahon 
says of his commitment to Andrew McMahon 
In the Wilderness. 

Jack's Mannequin will be playing only a limited 
number of dates, beginning with the New Year's 
Eve show at the House of Blues in Anaheim. 
Aware that playing in smaller rooms would mean 
some fans would get shut out, McMahon says 
his reasoning is to keep the spirit of how the band 
started and the point they were at in their career 
when they released Everything In Transit As for 
the hurried timing, he says they had to celebrate 
the 10-year reunion before an irrelevant 11-year 
reunion rapidly approached. For the first set, the 
band will play the album from coverto cover. 

"The truth is, Everything In Transit is a huge 
and important record for me, personally and 
professionally, and it was a huge leap of faith to 
make that record," he says. "I'm excited to have 
the guys onstage to do that with me and to get 
out there for the handful of fans we'll be able to 
reach at the shows we're doing." 

Following the brief run of Jack's Mannequin 
shows, McMahon is taking a well-deserved 
break. But first, the singer is ready to revisit his 
old material. 

"It's my passion, and I love to be onstage," 
McMahon says. "Butthere's always a cool 
chemistry that comes along when you haven't 
played a song in a long time and you go backto 
it fresh. I have a feeling that there's going to be 
a new life to a lot of these songs, and I'm really 
looking forward to that."
